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LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  FUNCTIONS. 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

All  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-and-Post-Natal  Clinics  are  staffed 
by  Local  Health  Authority  Nursing  Personnel,  Bellshill  Maternity 
Hospital  supplying  medical  staff  for  Regional  Hospital  Board 
Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

14,586  children  attended  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  during  the 
year  and  of  this  number  803  children  born  in  1966  attended  the 
Clinics  for  the  first  time  during  the  year. 

An  “ At  Risk  ” Register  has  been  maintained  during  the  year, 
the  Health  Visitors  being  responsible  for  the  placing  of  names  on 
the  Register  and  a Medical  Officer  for  assessing  the  children  at 
intervals.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  484  children  on  the 
Register  all  receiving  special  supervision. 


Ascertainment  of  Deafness. 

Elementary  screening  of  cases  of  suspected  deafness  is  carried 
out  in  clinics  or  at  home  by  Health  Visiting  personnel  all  of  whom 
have  been  trained  in  these  principles. 


Welfare  Foods. 

Welfare  Foods,  i.e.,  National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil, 
Orange  Juice  and  Vitamin  Tablets  are  distributed  daily  from  the 
Health  Department,  Main  Street,  and  during  Clinic  Sessions  at  the 
other  Clinics.

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MIDWIFERY. 

Domiciliary  full-time  Midwifery  Services  obtain  in  the  Burgh 
with  an  establishment  of  3 Midwives  who  practice  from  their  own 
homes. 

All  of  the  midwives  have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia  and  Pethidine,  and  4 sets  of  Minnitt  Analgesia 
Apparatus  have  been  available  for  use  throughout  the  year.  All 
the  midwives  have  been  trained  in  the  administration  of  Trilene. 

During  the  year  63  Maternity  Outfits  have  been  issued. 

MID  WIVES  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1951. 

No  emergencies  were  attended  by  Medical  Practitioners. 

GENERAL  REPORT  ON  THE  WORKING  OF 
THE  ACT. 

The  Services  under  Section  23  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(Scotland)  Act,  1947,  have  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
and  there  are  no  points  of  importance  to  remark  on. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

9 Health  Visitors  were  employed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
but  by  the  end  of  the  year  this  number  had  been  reduced  to  6.  The 
Health  Visitors  staff  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  conducted  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  attend  the 
Tuberculosis  Sessions.  They  also  staff,  in  rotation,  the  Artificial 
Sunlight  Clinics  held  in  the  Health  Department.  For  the  purpose 
of  Health  Visiting  the  town  is  divided  into  districts  for  each  of 
which  one  Health  Visitor  is  responsible. 
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HOME  NURSING. 

Seven  full-time  district  Nurses  were  employed  in  the  Coatbridge 
area  during  the  year.  The  following  table  indicates  the  main  types  of 
cases  treated  by  Home  Nurses  during  the  year,  many  of  whom 
would  have  required  hospital  treatment  except  for  the  existence  of 
this  service.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  are  available  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  in  the  Health  Department,  Main 
Street,  at  Townhead  Clinic,  Lomond  Road,  Kirkwood  Clinic, 
Craigend  Drive,  and  Rosehall  Clinic,  Whifflet  Street,  and  a reminder 
in  the  form  of  a Birthday  Card  is  sent  to  each  child  not  immunised 
at  his/her  first  birthday,  while  Health  Visitors  at  their  visits  con- 
tinue to  stress  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a high  standard  of 
immunisation  amongst  the  population  at  risk.  During  the  year, 
847  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  etc.,  and  557 
received  maintenance  inoculations,  of  these  641  and  503  -were 
inoculated  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  447  persons  received 
Primary  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  during  the  year  and  of  this 
number,  379  received  inoculations  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
while  624  persons  received  maintenance  inoculations.

PRIMARY  VACCINATION  OR  IMMUNISATION. 

Return  for  period  1st  January,  1966  to  31st  December,  1966. 
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POLIOMYELITIS. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  to  be  available  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  from  General  Practitioners. 

During  the  year  the  oral  type  of  vaccine  was  used  exclusively, 
1543  persons  completing  a course  of  three  doses  and  1740  receiving 
a fourth  dose,  and  of  these,  1 134  and  1069  respectively  were  carried 
out  by  Local  Authority  personnel. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  53%  of  children  born  in 
1965  had  completed  a course  of  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis. 

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Two  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  are  held 
each  week.  Until  the  end  of  September  this  clinic  was  conducted 
by  a Health  Visitor,  but  owing  to  shortage  of  Health  Visiting  per- 
sonnel, it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  part-time  staff  and  the 
clinic  is  now  conducted  by  a fully  trained  nurse.  Patients  attending 
these  clinics  are  referred  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioners,  from 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  School  Medical  Clinics.  During  the 
year,  80  first  visits  and  1 197  re-visits  were  made.  Patients  attended 
chiefly  for  rheumatic  conditions,  arthritis,  fibrositis,  general  debility 
and  sub-standard  physical  states. 

EPILEPTICS  AND  SPASTICS. 

Where  Epileptics  and  Spastics  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department,  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  maintains  observation, 
depending  on  the  individual  case,  the  Welfare  Department  being 
introduced  where  necessary. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

13  cases  of  respiratory  and  3 cases  of  non-respiratory  tuber 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  12  and  3 respectively 
were  confirmed. 

The  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  0.07  per 
thousand,  which  compares  with  the  figure  of  0.07  per  thousand  for 
1965,  the  preliminary  figure  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  being  0.05. 

The  bed  state  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  the 
waiting  time  being  nil. 

5 families  in  which  one  or  more  members  were  suffering  from 
the  disease  were  rehoused  during  the  year.

MASS  MINIATURE  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT. 

On  10th,  11th  and  13th  October,  1966,  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit  was  sited  at  Coatbridge  Fountain  and  the  new 
shopping  centre  at  Whifflet  to  allow  shop  and  office  workers  to 
have  their  chest  x-rayed.  The  response  was  gratifying. 

CHIROPODY. 

A full-time  Chiropody  Service  was  in  operation  throughout  the 
year  and  a fully  qualified  Chiropodist  carries  out  this  Clinic. 
Treatment  is  free  and  by  appointment  only. 

During  the  year  4363  treatments  were  given,  1007  males  and 
3356  females. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  continued  to  give 
valuable  assistance  during  the  year  in  the  form  of  lectures,  leaflets 
and  pamphlets,  while  Health  Visitors  take  every  opportunity  of 
stressing  measures  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  especially  in 
the  home.

This  Clinic  is  held  at  Oak  Lodge,  Hamilton.  Dr.  G.  Masterton, 
Consultant  Venereologist,  has  supplied  the  following  information  of 
the  work  of  his  Department  so  far  as  Coatbridge  patients  are  con- 
cerned, for  the  year  1966.

CONTROL  OF 

INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

During  the  year  174  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (excluding 
tuberculosis)  were  notified.  This  figure  shows  a decrease  of  46  on 
the  figure  for  1965,  due  to  the  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Pneu- 
monia notified  throughout  the  year. 

Details  of  the  major  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  are  as 
follows: — 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  10  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which 
were  removed  to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Dysentery.  4 cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  removed 
to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Pneumonia.  132  cases  were  notified,  131  being  removed  to 
hospital.  15  deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever.  4 cases  were  notified,  2 being  removed  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough.  18  cases  were  notified,  4 being  removed 
to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Erysipelas.  4 cases  were  notified,  2 being  removed  to  hospital. 
No  deaths  occurred.

In  the  Burgh  of  Coatbridge,  the  School  Health  Services  are 
administered  and  carried  out  by  the  Lanarkshire  County  Council 
in  terms  of  their  duties  under  the  Education  Act. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  the  work  done,  with  reference  to  the  supply  of  milk, 
ice  cream,  meat  and  other  foods,  are  to  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report.  No  medical  examinations  of  Trade  Employees 
were  carried  out  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1958. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  advice  given  where  necessary  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff. 
Information  re  the  proper  conditions  for  Food  Hygiene  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  public  by  means  of  posters,  etc.,  during  the  year. 
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FOOD  POISONING. 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year. 

NUTRITION. 

Health  Visitors,  during  home  visits  and  Clinics,  continued  to 
be  the  chief  medium  for  the  spread  of  knowledge  on  this  subject. 
Their  efforts  have  been  supplemented  by  posters,  pamphlets  and 
food  demonstrations. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT. 

The  Local  Authority  maintains  three  homes  for  elderly  people, 
at  Merrystone  House,  Woodside  House  and  Kenilworth  House.  No 
special  medical  supervision  is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority 
each  resident  consulting  his/her  own  doctor  as  required. 

There  are  no  other  homes  in  the  area  under  Section  37  of  the 
Act.  No  action  was  necessary  under  Sections  47,  48  or  50  of  the 
Act.
